Not a word has been lieard from 


or of 
the fugitive cashier since he 


arrived in St. Louis on the evening 


of M a y 4th, but hardly an hour in 


the day j)asses that some new crime 


is not brought up against him, 
and 


on every hand people 
are asking, 
“ Will the end never c o m e ? ’’

“Jimmie's*’ (iood Memory. 


A few weeks ago a Second street 
business man droppe d into the bank 
and left ^250 to be applied to 
the 
payment of a note that was 
to be 
due at an early date. 
T h e note had 
been 
hy pothecated 
by 
the 
First I 
National, but “ Jim m ie ” ga ve a re­ 
ceipt for the money and promised 
to see that all was made 
right and 
the note returned to the maker. 
T h e 
Second 
street 
gentleman 


heard nothing of the piece of pajier 
bearing 
his 
signature 
until 
the 
morning that the bank failed, when 
he was surprised by Mr. Thomj)son 
entering the store and 
handing him 
the note that had been 
put 
u]> 
as 
collateral by the D’irst National and 
then 
redeemed 
when 
the 
maker 
paid the $250. 
Thi.s little incident furuislies a d ­ 
ditional proof that Mr. 
'I'hompson 
had at his fingers’ end t. very detail 
connected with the I’irst 
National; 
and while he had undoubtedly laid 
awake night after 
night 
¡ilaiming 
how best to escape 
the scores of 
people he had duped, 
he 
had not 
lost sight of so small an item 
as a 
$250 note that had it not been re­ 
tired 
might have 
caused 
a iriciid 
trouble. 


Duped a iaiwyiu*. 
Mr. Geo. P. B. Jackson, who a c ­ 
c ompanie d Mr. Th o m p s o n to 
St. 
I.ouis on the 
day 
that 
the 
bank 
failed, has been 
subjected to more 
or less 
criticism 
by 
parties 
not 
thoroughly informed, 
because they 
believed that he was aware that the 
cashier had no 
idea 
of 
returning 
when 
he 
boarded 
the 
train 
for 
Washington on Alay 4th. 
'Ehe 
Dr.NioCRAr 
is 
reliably in­ 
formed that Mr. 
Jackson was m is ­ 
led 
by 
“ Jimmie” 
just 
as 
many 
others 
were. 
A 
gentleman 
who 
knew whereof he 
was talking said 
today: 
“ ‘Jimmie’ a^ked Mr 
Jackson to 
a c c om p a ny 
him 
to St. Louis, for 
tlie express 
])urpose 
of seeing if 
some of the b a n k ’s creditors 
there 
would not assist in a reorganization 
preparatory to resuming business. 
Mr. Jackson consented, 
and 
mie’ was to proceed to Wasliington 
and Tix 
things’ uj) with the c o m p ­ 
troller of the treasury preparatory 
to resumption. 
“O n arriving at the union depot 
in St. Louis Mr. Jackson 
saw 
Mr. 
'Ehompsoii 
purchase 
a 
ticket 
to 
Washington, and as his train was to 
leave a few minutes laterMr. Jackson 
left him and proceeded to his hotel. 
T h e following morning Mr. Jackson 
called at a certain bank in tlie hope 
of securing financial assistance for 
the First National, 
but, 
instead of 
aid, he was given a lot of informa­ 
tion that convinced him thatThomp- 
son was hopelessly involved, so he 
took the first train for home.

is all of 
the 
connection 
George 
Jackson had 
with the 
unfortunate 
affair, and I know

ment to the contrary is false.”
